One of the main features of the new 
law is t'nit a non-salaried, bi-paiiisan 
board, consisting of four members, 
two from eaeh of the dominant politi- 
cal t-'urtii -: of our stut ■ constates a 
f^tato Highway Comnii.ssion'', it;;

"The said State Highway Commis- 
. sion shall ascertain all gifts, dona- 
tions or appropriations which have 
heretofore been made or promised by 
any person, corporation, countv or 
mimicipality in aid of the construct- 
ion of any road known as a State Aid 
or State and Federal Aid road, where 
such gift, donation or appropriation 
has not been cempkte<l, and said gifts, 
donations or appropriations, or any 
promise thei-eof, shall be binding and 
of full effect the same as when made, 
and nothin.'.; in this act shall be con- 
sti-ued to alfect the validity thereof." 

This provision clearly sets forth 
that no reimbur-senient will be made 
on proj' cts of this character whi.ch 
have ai! fatly been financed or which 
will be financed under past promises 
up until July 1st, 1920. 

The program of construction which 
has been laid out in this bill will le- 
quire at least ten to fifteen years for 
its ultimate completion, even though I 
future Legislatures fumish sufhcient 
revenues for that purpose, and coun- 
ties which repudiate their i^resent 
agreements or promises with this of- 
fice in regard to projects which are 
now under way or which will be imder 
way by July 1st, 1920, will be in grave
